TRIP REPORT

Since the departure of this Newsletter from the Faneuil Hall station, it will travel with 
Captain Chase at the helm from the Pacific to the Atlantic Ocean with many a stop until next 
June. With marked pride in country, Company, and freedom-loving comrades everywhere, 
we wish Captain Chase a year of achievement and en durance in the face of whatever 
challenges may araise in these troubled times. We look forward to a great year with a great 
Captain in the proud tradition of the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company of

Incidentally I do not know whether “Tripe” is still on he bill of fare at the Parker House.

A Hyannis man was appointed cap- 
tain commanding of the world’s third- 
oldest chartered military organization, 
and the oldest such organization in the 
Western Hemisphere. 

The Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company of Massachusetts was 
formed in 1637 and chartered on March 
3, 1638 as the Military Company of 
the Massachusetts. Roy S. Chase, 
owner of the Captain's Chair Restau- 
rant in Hyannis, was sworn in as its 
head last Monday by Lt. Gov, Paul 
Celluci. 

Chase, who served his country in 


the Air Force during the 1950s, has 
been a member of the organization 
for over 20 years, He became a sec- 
ond lieutenant of the company in 
1991, commissioned by Gov. Wil- 
liam Weld. In 1993 he was clected 
first lieutenant. 

Earlier this year Chase became a 
candidate for the position of captain 
commanding and was elected at the 
membership's elections in May. 
What is called a Drumhead election 
is held at the June ceremonies. Mem- 
bers cast their ballots on the head of 
a drum as they did at the first elec- 
tion back in 1638. The Drumhead 
election is ceremonial to remind those 


GOV. WILLIAM WELD AND CAPTAIN COMMANDING ROY S, CHASE 
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of today how it all happened three 
and a half centuries ago. 

The organization was initially 
formed to protect the early settlers, 
with the first clection of officers tak- 
ing place on the first Monday of June 
1638 at Boston Common. Robert 
Keayne was elected captain command- 
ing at these first elections 357 years 
ago. Keayne had earlier been with the 
Honorable Artillery Company of Lon- 
don, which was formed in 1537, now 
regarded as the second-oldest mili- 
tary organization in the world. 

Faneuil Hall has been the site of the 
Ancient and Honorables’ headquar- 
ters since 1746. Its membership has 
included seven Congressional Medal 
of Honor recipients and four United 
States presidents-James Monroe, 
Chester Arthur, Calvin Coolidge and 
John F. Kennedy. 

Besides offering protection to the 
commonwealth, the company was in- 
strumental in providing support to the 
community. Members have fought in 
every war in which this country has 
been involved, from its War for Inde- 
pendence to the Gulf War. 

Gov. Weld is a current member, 
and a direct descendant of a member 
who served during the organization’s 
first 100 years, thus making him what 
is called a right-of-descent member. 
He would also have become a mem- 
ber because he is governor of the 
commmonwealth, a position the An- 
cient and Honorables consider “com- 
mander in chicf” of the state. Be- 
cause of that distinction, the gover- 
nor or the licutenant governor is 
charged with swearing in the captain 
commanding on the steps of the State- 
house each June. 

This year's ceremonies were fol- 
lowed by a luncheon at Fancuil Hall. 
After a parade the company attended 
church service. The anniversary ban- 
quet in the evening was attended by its 
500 members. 

As part of their work, Captain Com- 
manding Chase and members of the 
company will be heading to Central 
America to meet with the president of 
Costa Rica. Later they will visit the 
Panama Canal. During their journey 
they will lay a wreath at the grave of 
Christopher Columbus at the city of 
Santo Domingo in the Dominican Re- 
public.

Final Report of AHAC 1992/1993 Membership Committee 


The Membership Committee had five (5) meetings during the course of the 1992/1993 year. 
The first meeting was entirely devoted to organizing the committee. 


Twenty (20) sponsors and candidates for regular membership plus three (3) candidates for 
membership by “right-of-descent” were processed and given favorable recommendations 
by the committee. All of these were subsequently elected to membership. 


The average age of the applicants for regular membership was forty-five (45) which is 


down from age fifty (50) of last year. The youngest was twenty-eight (28) and the oldest 
sixty-five (65). 


The average age of the applicants for membership by “right-of-descent” was fifty-eight

Please join me in a warm welcome to 
General Sullivan. (Standing ovation) 


GENERAL GORDON SULLIVAN: | didn’t know who 


Roy meant when he said a “man of great intellect’; I 
thought he meant the guy next to me. We’re going to 
keep this short, that was Al’s first message, and I 
got that when I got off the plane today. So we’re 
going to keep it very short. 

First of all, let me tell all of you how 
pleased I am to be here with you, to sit here with 
these distinguished gentlemen, Captain Commanding 
Roy Chase and your new Captain Commanding Paul 
Mahoney. He was here a minute ago. 

I should tell all of you — and many of you 
were active, very active in the recent Army-Navy 
games over the last five years — how much I 
appreciated your personal support and the support of 
this great organization while I was on active duty. 
Throughout the world, by the way, I was told — in 
particular in Hungry — I was told repeatedly by the 
Hungarians of your visit there and how important 
that was to them. 

I’m not going to make a long speech about 
that, but I want you to know that what you do around 
the world on your trips is very important, and the 
United States of America — the reach of the United 
States of America is greater because of the Ancient 
and Honorables. Thanks for what you do. (Applause) 

Let me just say a little bit about what Roy 
said about the size of the Armed Forces in the 
United States. I’m not going to go into the details 
of all of this, but my personal opinion is it’s 
about right. It’s about right. Army, Navy, Coast 
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Guard, Marines, Air Force, about right. Don’t take 
it down any more. There’s one thing about the world 
that we know: It’s very uncertain, change is all 
around us, and we need what we got. Trained and 
ready, modernized, equipped to do what the United 
States of America and our allies need done. And by 
the way, you can’t predict what we need done. 

Now, one of the things I was asked when | 
first became the Chief of Staff of the Army is, 
“Okay, Chief, what are you trying to save?” Let me 
tell you what my answer was to that. What I was 
trying to save was the essence, the essence, of the 
United States Army. I believe that each of the 
chiefs would have answered the same way. 

Now, initially it was hard to think about 
the essence, except in symbols. Symbols: the 
statue, that bronze statue at Normandy, over those 
10,000 crosses and Stars of David. That granite 
monument at Antietam, up above the Antietam Creek, 
that says across the bottom, “Not for themselves but 
for their country.” Iwo Jima, think of that bronze 
monument in Washington, Iwo Jima. The Arizona, the 
oil bubbling up every day. 

The longer I was the chief, it became 
apparent to me those were just symbols. Symbols: 
bronze, stone, sunken ships. The essence is found 
in the young Coast Guard men who leap out of these 
helicopters out of here in the Atlantic Ocean in the 
middle of the night to save seamen; and they’ve been 
doing it since the 1600s. Men, and now women, who 
go to sea in ships, come off attack helicopters off 
carrier decks to support Marines going to shore. 
Young men and women coming out of airplanes in the 
middle of the night, flying aircraft into harm’s 
way. 

People like Master Sergeant Shogart and his 
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two men. Three times they asked to get out of the 
helicopter. The third time they were given 
permission to save a downed aviator. One of them 
was killed. One of the noncommissioned officers 
walked back to Mr. Durrant; he gave him the ground 
ammunition, looked him in the eye, and said, “Good 
luck.” Then he picked up his sniper rifle and 
walked back into the face of the enemy. “Good 
luck,” he said. Never looked back. 

Or the young woman, horribly burned in an 
accident at Fort Bragg, North Carolina, laying on 
her stomach on her bed because she couldn’t lay on 
her back because of the burns. The President of the 
United States walked into the room. Somehow she put 
a coin in her hand. She turned her bandaged hand 
over and dropped that coin into the President’s, the 
Commander in Chief’s, hand, and she said, “Mr. 
President, this is all I have left. I want you to 
have it.” 

On the 23rd of December 1993, I went to 
Fort Drum, New York, to welcome the 14th Infantry 
back from Mogadishu, Second Battalion, 14th 
Infantry. They fought at Fredericksburg, World War 
1, World War II, Vietnam; same 14th Infantry, just 
like the Ancient and Honorable, still proudly 
serving. And J saw a man walk into the formation 
down in the right flank; he hada cane. After I 
said a few words, I walked down to talk to him. 
What I discovered was he was missing an arm and a 
leg. He lost them on the 25th of September, 1993, 
in Mogadishu. 

He told me the story. He said, “Sir, we 
fought through three city blocks. We got to the 
helicopter. The last thing I remember was the heat 
of the burning helicopter. Everything turned red.” 
Then he looked me right straight in the eye, and he

said, “Sir, you know what? Knowing what I know now, 
I'd do it again.” 

“Knowing what I know now, I would do it 
again.” “I want you to have this,” she said, “it’s 
all I have left.” “J want you to have it.” 

I met Mr. Durrant, CW-4, when he came back 
from captivity in Somalia. His wife and I walked 
behind his litter. I said, “Laurie, you gave us all 
strength by your courage. She looked up at me, and 
she said, “General, he loves what he does. I love 
him. I have no other choice but to be strong.” We 
have no other choice but to be strong. “I have no 
other choice.” We have no other choice. 

You want to know who the greats are in the 
room? Look at the two Medal of Honor recipients 
here tonight. They had no other choice. They were 
strong. The Ancient and Honorables have been strong 
since the 1600s. Hey, look at us all. Look at us. 

Feel good about yourselves. What you do is 
important for your country. 

God bless all of you. I am proud to be a 
member of the Ancient and Honorables with you. It’s 
great to share this evening with you, and this 
celebration of patriotism. And feel good about it. 
You deserve it. Thanks. (Applause) 

CAPTAIN ROY CHASE: Thank you, General 
Gordon, for such an enlightening speech and your 
positive reflection on the state of the world 
today. It is reassuring to know that the home of 
freedom is blessed to have the guidance and the 
wisdom that resides in men like you. 

As a token of our appreciation for being 
here tonight, on behalf of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts, I would like to 
present you with some gifts. (Gifts presented) 

First, this mirror which was from our historic trip 
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through the Panama Canal. An engraved plate. 
GENERAL GORDON: Thanks a lot.

COLONEL STUART TAUBER: To the organization 
that gives us tradition, history, ideals, and love 
of country. Our wonderful collective friendships 
and camaraderie bind us with these words and 
thoughts. Members of all services, joined together 
in common views, patriots for 350 years. Our 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts. 

(Chorus of Hear! Hear!) 

CAPTAIN ROY CHASE: Ladies and gentlemen, 
please be seated. To respond to the Tenth Regular 
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Toast I now call upon your new captain, the 288th 
Captain Commanding to receive such an honor, Captain 
Paul J. Mahoney. 

CAPTAIN PAUL MAHONEY: Ladies and 
gentlemen, I won’t take up too much of your time, 
but I want to bring up a few things. 

First, I would like to call Past Commander 
Riley to the podium here. He’s going to make the 
presentation to the Past Commander Chase and the 
entry in the Society of Past Commanders. 

CAPTAIN JOHN RILEY: Ladies and gentlemen, 
the rules and regulations charge a senior past 
commander with the presentation of the gorget to the 
outgoing Captain Commanding. I’m going to request 
that our outgoing Chief of Staff, Brigadier General 
Joseph Milano, place this gorget around Captain 
Chase’s neck. (Gorget presented) (Applause) 


BRIGADIER GENERAL JOSEPH MILANO: He asked 


if | would be kind enough to do it. Idida 
terrible job, but I was very proud to be honored to 
do that. Thank you. 

CAPTAIN PAUL MAHONEY: Captain Chase, thank 
you. It’s a great honor to be part of such a 
distinguished group of individuals who represent the 
continuing history of our great company. You know, 
it’s going to be a tough act to follow; these guys 
did a great job. So we have to go onward and 
upward. 

I remember five years ago when I was first 
Sergeant of Infantry and I had the honor to speak at 
this banquet as First Sergeant under Captain 
Nashawaty, and it made such an impression on me that 
I decided to run for office. And well, a long story 
short, here Iam. I appreciate it very much for 
what you’ ve done. And I want to give something 
back. I want to do a good year. I want to work hard. 
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Some of you have seen my roster coming up 
with the dates and things — you'll be getting it in 
the mail; I have a few copies available this 
evening — but we have a lot of things happening. 
You’ ve heard a lot about the London trip this year; 
my good friend Basil Bicknell talked about it. We 
have six Brits who paid their way to come over here 
and joined us in the march, and they did a great 
job. They were out there in the rain, spent a lot 
of money to come over here, and they did that for 
us, and they’re going to doa heck of a job for us 
in England. 

And a lot of things are happening, a lot of 
good things. We have a lot of things happening, and 
just an example of the whole year we’re trying to 
put things together, J think you saw an example last 
night at the sergeant’s party. I’m going to end 
this shortly, and I want you to all go up there to 
the reception room and join them. Those guys coming 
out of the box, there’s an example of what’s 
happening with the Ancients. We’re really getting 
things rolling with the attitudes and the 
camaraderie with the way things can be if we work 
together. Like that parade today; it was raining, 
we went out there, we had people, we had fellows 
from the British flotilla. 

And I have one here that wants to give us 
an award, Sublieutenant Jaffe. Here comes an 
example of British hospitality. Usually when we ask 
somebody to do something, we reward them; but when 
we ask him to do something, he’s going to come up 
and reward us. I think that’s pretty good. 
SUBLIEUTENANT JAFFE: I would like to thank 
you on behalf of myself and the other Honourable 
Artillery members in attendance today. They all 
very much enjoyed themselves, and it’s been a very 
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interesting experience for myself. Thank you very 
much. (Gift presented) (Applause) 

CAPTAIN PAUL MAHONEY: This is from the 
ship, the HMS Cromer. That’s one example of what 
they’re trying to do for us. I’ve been over there 
many times to London, and what they’re doing for us 
over there is unbelievable. I couldn’t even take 
the rest of the night to explain it all to you. 

But just bear in mind, the start of the 
year, get things rolling. And I want to follow 
tradition, keep things going, keep working hard on 
this at the 100th anniversary of this trip. 

You know, 100 years ago the Ancients had 
their greatest trip they ever had. They took 170 
people and boarded a cruise ship in Boston Harbor. 
When I started to get into this, I didn’t even know 
they had cruise ships 100 years ago. They went over 
to London, they were received by Queen Victoria, a 
special train was brought up to receive them, and 
they went on to London. And then they went on to 
Paris and were received by the President of France; 
and they went on to Ireland and Scotland. So we’re 
recreating that trip, and the camaraderie of the 
Ancients. I think we have something going. 

But it’s just the beginning of the whole 
year. I have tried to have a lot of things going to 
try to get everybody kind of working together, as 
you’ll see by my list of things like the Fourth of 
July party. If you participate in the parade, Ill 
throw a party for you on the Cape. Just get out 
there, participate, be a member, work together, no 
big deal. Just think of yourselves out here 
tonight, who do you talk to next to each other. It 
works. You help me, I’Il help you. (Saluting) 
(Applause) 

I’m going to introduce a fellow who’s 
called Lieutenant Reverend Bartley MacPhadin. I’d 
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like him to come up here, and on his way up here I’d 
like to tell you a little story. 

I first became really acquainted with 
Bartley MacPhadin when I ran a trip to Amsterdam and 
he was up in the pulpit. And he was talking about 
the Puritans, how they had gone to Amsterdam from 
England before they came to Plymouth. I thought I 
was a little bit of a history buff, you know. I 
never knew that. This guy isan Ancient. He knew 
that. He told us about it. 

Then after that I was doing a little Irish 
festival thing down ina place called Stonehill 
College; and my man who was in charge of setting up 
the garden and everything came to me, and he said, 
“Hey, I got a guy who knows you come over to me,” 
and he said, “he was asking for you.” I said, “What 
was his name? What was he like? He said, “I don’t 
know. He’s dressed like a bum. Seemed to know a 
lot about plants and things.” “What was his name?” 
“Bartley MacPhadin.” My God, he was the president 
of the college. 

LIEUTENANT BARTLEY MacPHADIN: Thanks, 
Paul, for that serendipitous introduction. Asa 
matter of fact, I can still quote from that speech 
that I gave in Amsterdam on the 11 years the 
Puritans spent in Leiden. They didn’t like 
Amsterdam; it was too worldly for them. So you can 
imagine how unworldly they were when they had to go 
to Leiden, but they didn’t like it there either. 

So that reminds me of the famous lines of 
Bradford, who was the scribe, when they landed in 
Massachusetts instead of Virginia. He said, “By 
God’s grace and the Captain’s mistake, we found 
ourselves in Massachusetts.” Provincetown, of all 
places. That’s where it all began, folks. 

I heard — J listened with envy to the fact 
that the president of Norwich University is going to 
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be meeting people over here. I'll be accepting 
donations for Stonehill College over here. 

I didn’t come up here to joke around. So 
let’s just take a moment.
